The enemy denounced the armistice 
the 11th at noon, and made known. that 
hostilities would begin the 17th, after 
midnight. 

At the same time, a note from the count 
De Metternich, Minister of exterior re~ 
lations, addressed to M. the Count De 
Narboon, made known to him that Aus- 
tria declared war against France. 
SITUATION OF THE ARMIES, &c. 


On the 16th, in the morning, the dis- 
itions of the two armies were as fol- 
ows: The 4th, 12th and ITth corps, 
under the orders of the Duke de Reggio, 


(Oudinot) were at Dahme.—The Prince 


de Eckmuhl, (Davoust) with his corps, 
with which the Danes were united, were 
encamped before Hamburgh, his head 
quarters being at Bergedort. The third 
corps was at Liegniz, under the orders of 
the Prince of Moskwa, (Ney.) 

The lich corps was at Loewenburgh, 
under the orders ofthe Duke of Taren- 


rum (Macdonald.) 


The 7th. corps commanded by the 
Duke of Ragousa (Marmount) was at 
Brenzlau. 

The Bth corps, under the orders of 
Prince Poniatowski, was at Zittua, 

Marshal St. Cyt was with the 14th 
corps, having his left leaning on the Elbe, 
at the camp of Kveningstein, & on horse- 
back on the great causeway from Prague 
to Dresden, extending detachments of 
observation as far as the defiles of Mari- 
enburgh.

Cort NENTAL WIn. From the 
moment of the récommencement of this 
war, I was of opinion, and, I expressed 
that opinion, that Bonaparte would defeat 
the Allies; that he would break up the 
coalition; and that he would then dictate 
terms to his enemies. My reason for 
this opinion I have given at length, and I 
have heard nothing, from any quarter, 
in answer to those reasons. It is impos- 
sible, however, to restrain one’s indigna- 
tion at viewing the endeavours which are 
used, by the press of both the political 
factions in this country, to prevent the 
people from coming at the real truth with 
regard to the prospects in the war, and 
even with regard to events which have 
actually taken place. The French Bul- 
letins, which will be found in another 
part ofthis paper, give a completé histo- 
ry of the campaign up to the thirtieth of 
August ; and from these Bulletins it ap- 
pears, that the allied army, commanded 
by the Emperors of Russia and Austria 
and the King of Prussia, had been defeat- 
ed by the French army under Buonaparte, 
with the loss of sixty thousand men, six- 
ty pieces of cennon, and forty stand of co- 
lors. Isthere any one in his scnses who 
doubts of the truth of this statement? I 
do not believe that there is any such per- 
son in England, if he has been accustom- 
ed to com the statements of the 
French Bulletins with the facts as they 
have afterwards proved to be. Indeed, 
none but those, whose wish, and, indecd, 
whose business it is, to deceive the pco- 
ple; can doubt ofthe truth of this state- 
ment on the part of the French. H the 
statement be true, it appears tome, that 
very little further resistance will be made, 
by the Austrians at least. They have re- 
ceived such ablow at the outset as to sick · 
en them. There will, doubtless be more 
battles fought; and, it will be hard indeed, 
if our new friends,Bernadotte & Moreau, 
do not give us some, little proof of their 
skill and courage ; but I really donot ex- 
pect that we shall ever hear of the grand 
French army meeting with a serious re- 
pulse. I expect to hear, that, that army 
has been with very few exceptions, as ra- 
pid in gaining victorica as duringlany form- 
er campaign. In the mean while it is right 
to notice (though, perhaps, it may produce 
no good effect) the frauds which have 
been practised in England, with a view 
of deceiving the people with regard to 
these importantevents. During the for- 
mer part of the last week, it was stated in 
a London news papers, that Bernadotte 
had attacked the French army, had gain- 
ed a great victory over it, and had killed 
one French Marshal and mortally wound- 
ed another. This lie served to feed the 
uut poóple of England forthree days. 
At the end of that time the French papers 
bad come to hand,and had discovered,not 
only that Bernadotte had gained no vie- 
tory at all, and had merely been able to 
stand his ground for a little while in the 
faceofa meredetachment fromthe French 
army; but these papers also informed us, 
that the Allies had defeated, by the 
French, in the manner above stated. The 
manner in which it was contrived to kee 
this latter fact from the public for three 
days, is very curious, and deserving, of 
a particular account put upon record.— 
There is nothing in which the people are 
more interested than in the means that 
are thus made use of to deceive them.— 
Thoy are constantly told of the decep- 
tions practised upon the people of France. 
They are bidden to be proud of the free, 
dom of the press, which exists in their 
own country; they are biddeh to coms 
pare the political sunshine in which they 
live; with the darkness in which the peo- 
ple of.France are Kapt And, yet they 
are at the same time the most completely

is openly avowed, to be under the previ- 
ous inspection of the govérnment; a 
press, like the press in India which can 
send forth nothing which has rct first re- 
ceiyed the approbation of some officer 
under the government, who, sometimes, 
crosses out advertisements, if they relate 
to publications of which hé disapproves. 
—I say, that a press hke this is less 
mischeivous, because less calculated to 
deceive,thana press which the people 
believe to be free, but which is, in fact, 
under the controul of those, who find it 
their interest, ninety-nine times out of a 
hundred, to publish falsehocd and not 
truth. Such a press as this is the grand 
instrument of deception, of delusion, of 
producing in a nation a tota] preversion 
of the mind and such a press now exists 
in England. 78 
The people in France readithe newspa- 
pers as publications made by the govern» 
ment, and, of course, they believe no 
more of them than they see supported 
by real acts and occurrences. They 
judge from the evidence of their senses ; 
and accordingly they are not deceived.— 
But the people of England, look up on 
every editor ofa newspaper as being at 
perfect liberty to say what he thinks, and 
more especially to publish true accounts 
of what is passing in the world; and the 
said people, not being able to get behind 
the curtain, to see the reason why editors 
of papers should prefer falsehood to truthj 
naturally believe all that they read; and 
therefore, they are, as to political events, 
the most deceived people in the werld, © 
There are certain documents, however, 
which, though calculated to circulate dis- 
agrecable truths, it would be impossible. 
tosuppress ; because, through some chan · 
vel or other, such documents, like the fa- - 
mous BOOK, would find their way into 
print, and this would totally blast the re» 
putation of those news papers, whose bu- 
siness itis not only to promulgate false- 
hoods, but to cause them̃ to be regarded 
astruths. The way they go to work, 
therefore, when they get hold of ene of 
these documents, is,to keep it back, in 
the first place, as long as they can; but 
this cannot be done for any considerable 
length oftime. Seldom for more than 
forty-eight hours. —— During this inter- 
val, they go to work with both hands, to 
weaken the effect of the documents up- 
on the public mind. With one hand they 
make a sort of summary of the contents 
ofthe document, in which summary they 
contrive to break down the document to 
about one helf of its real force, To this 
summary they subjoina commentary of 
their own, in which they endeavour to 
show; that the facts velated in the docu- 
ment cannot be true; or, if true in part, 
only to a trifling extent.

At the date of my last conim tnica-
